UNNERVED THE PREMIER 


LORD SALISBURY DEEPLY AFFECTED BY 
THE DEATH OF IDDESLEIGH. 


Bitter Attacks on the Government — The 
Reason of Churchill’s Opposition to Id. 
desleigh in Office—Probable Reopening 
of the Campbell Divorce Case—Comments 
of the European Press on Bismarck’s 
Speech—M, Floquet’s Address to the 
French Chamber—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, January 18.—[Copyright, 1887,]— 
Lord Salisbury was completely unnerved by 
the shock and the whole of London was deep- 
ly moved by the death of Lord Iddesleigh. The 
deceased nobleman was held in affectionate 
esteem by the people, regardless of party 
feelings, and there has been much sympathy 
aroused in his behalf owing to the way he had 
been ousted from the Foreign office. It is 
generally believed that his death was hastened 
by this injustice. The culmigation of the sus- 


pense and anguish of many days came as he 


was about to bid farewell to Lord Salisbury, 
who is felt to be chiefly responsible for his 
removal from office. His death will cast a 
still deeper gloom over the surroundings and 
prospects of the Salisbury Government. 

THE CAMPBELL DIVORCE CASE. 

There is to be a determined attempt to re- 
open the Colin Campbell divorce case. Mr. 
Finlay, Q. C., Lord Colim’s chief counsel, has, 
from the very opening of the late trial, felt 
that he was unfairly treated by Mr. Justice 
Butt. The principal grounds of the applica- 
tion for a new trial will be based upon the 
rulings of Mr. Butt.

THE CUNARD MAIL SERVICE. 

The secretary of the Cunard Steamship Com- 
pany yesterday replied to the statement re- 
cently made out by Mr. Nicholas Bell of the 
United States Post-office Department, as to 
the speed of the Atlantic liners, He says that 
Mr. Bell’s record only covers a period of five 
months, and that only three voyages of some 
of the ships are given. He thinks three - 
ages constitute an insufficient basis fora re- 
liable average, and quotes the time made by 
the principal steamers of the Cunard 
Line, between Queenstown and Sandy 
Hock. for the year — — $1 last, 
By this record it appears that the Etruria made 
nine voyages and an average of 20.42 miles per 
hour going out and 20.73 miles per hour re- 
turning home. The Umbria made nine voy- 
ages atarate of 20.04 miles per hour going 
out and 20.88 miles per hour returning. Both 
the Aurania and the Servia fell about two 
miles per hour below the Etruria and Umbria, 
the Servia being the lowest. From these fig- 
ures it appears that the Etruria is after all the 
fastest ship in the Cunard fleet on a general 
average and by a very few points, but that the 
Umbria has made the fastest time on her 
homeward trips. Both vessels have an aver- 
age time of nearly 21 miles an hour.

SALISBURY BLAMED, 


The Premier’s Cavalier Treatment of His 
Late Foreign Secretary. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, January 18.—Salisbury’s rather 
cavalier treatment of his late Foreign Secre- 
tary has had consequences far more dramatio 
than could possibly have been foreseen. From 
the testimony of the doctors it is clear that for 
some time Iddesleigh lived in imminent dan- 
ger of death from any unusual excitement. 
The anticipation of an interview with Salis- 
bury, under such distressing circumstances, 
and after an intimate friendship, unbroken 
since their Oxford days, together furnished 
the sad occasion. Not many days ago he was 


found lying fainting on a sofa in the 
Foreign Office. Last week, while en- 
gaged in magisterial duties at Exeter, 


near his country residence, he fainted on the 
bench. These things were known to the lead- 
ing members of his party. One of Churchill’s 
chief reasons for opposing Iddesleigh for every 
office, for some time past, was that he knew 
the latter was physically incapable of contin- 
uous or specially anxious work. A colleague 
of Iddesleigh’s in the Cnbinet 

i WRITES THIS MORNING: 

‘*He clung to bis office as to his life. When he 
was suddenly gazetted out of the Foreign 
Office by a curt intimation in the newspapers, 
I remarked that I feared it would prove his 
death blow. My prediction has been tragically 
fulfilled. Iam afraid there can be but little 
doubt that the crushing blow involved in that 
announcement hastened the end.’’ 

All references to the dead statesman, both 
inthe press and in political circles; are char- 
acterized by the greatest kindness, and testify 
to the universal personal esteem which he 
never forfeited for a moment. When this is 
expressed, however, the speakers on both 
sides add, ‘‘An old gentleman suffering from 
chronic disease of the heartand threatened 
with palsy, is not exactly the man to hold the 
reins ofthe British policy at this time ofa 
grave crisis.’’

LORD IDDESLEIGH’S DEATH. 

LONDON, January 13.—The Morning Post, in 
an article on the death of Lord Iddesleigh, 
says: It is difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that such a serious blow may in some degree 
affect Lord Salisbury’s Government.

Iddesleigh was one of the most single-minded 
and honorable gentlemen that ever gave their 
lite 's labor to the public service.’’

A BLOW TO THE MINISTRY. 

The Times tnis morning says in regard to 
Lord Iddesleigh’s death: ‘‘We cannot affect 
to ignore the fact that Lord Iddesleigh’s death 
is a blow to the Ministry and to the Unionist 
cause. Doubtless the rumors of serious fric- 
tion between his Lordship and his colleagues 
will obtain increased currency, but the truth 
of the matter in no degree justifies the maley- 
olent guesses of gossipers.’’ 

A BITTER MORSEL FOR SALISBURY. 

The Standard this morning says: ‘‘With the 
sad honors paid to Lord Iddesleigh’s memory 
will mingle lively sympathy for the Premier, 
who must feel as an aggravation of bitterness 
that in his last days anything interfered with 
the happy relations which bound Lord Iddes- 
leigh to the Conservative cause.’’ 

IDDESLEIGH’S LOYALTY. 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘‘A more honor- 
able, straightforward man never spoke in 
either House. His loyalty to hisparty was not 
in the least affected by recent events, nor was 
his confidence in the Government shaken.’’ 

LORD IDDESLEIGH’S TREATMENT. 

The unfortunate fate of Lord Iddesleigh has 
excited sympathy everywhere. The news- 
papers extol him, and some of them make 
very uncomplimentary comments on the 
treatment the dead man received at the hands 
of the Prime Minister. Iu this respect the St. 
James Gazette says: It cannot be said that 
Lord Iddesieigh was murdered. It is no crime 
to be a young man in a hurry, and it is no 
crime to pushaman from a stool on which 
ou believe you would make a better figure.

TOBACCO SMOKE, 


A Blaze on North Sixth Inflicts $1,500 Dam.- 
age and Causes Considerable Trouble. 


At exactly 11:55 o’clock this forenoon a fire 
alarm sounded from box 47 and six engines re- 
sponded tothe call. The reels paid out some 
hose and the firemen tapped a few plugs, but 
the flame which caused the alarm was extin- 
guished by Chemical Engines 3 and 1 before the 
aid of the big machines was needed. The 
blaze originated in the back room of G.S’Renco 


& Co.’stobacco shop at 10042 North Sixth street. 
At that number Mr. S’Renco runs his business, 
assisted by his brother Isadore and a journey- 
mau named Chas. Finklestein. Isadore and 
Charles were both in the front room when the 
fire started and could give no account of its 
origin, but presumed it came from the stove- 
pipe which passed through the wood parti- 
tion, Their attention nad been called to it by 
a customer who was in at the time and all 
three had run into the street and given the 
alarm. The corner half of the room is occu- 
pied by the Mutual District Telegraph Com- 
pany. The flre came through the partition, 
damaging the apparatus, stationery and fix- 
turesto the amount of $100. About fifteen 
rubber coats belonging to the messengers 
were also destroyed. The service of the com- 
pany was interrupted for about twenty-five 
minutes. When the alarm sounded and the 
flames were seen issuing from the front 
Messrs. Geo. Clark and Jack Furber, who 
were in the Mutual office at the time, seized 
the trunk of their friend, Mr. Charles P. Budd, 
the manager of the Messenger Company, car- 


ried it safely from the smoking 
building and carefully deposited it in 
the slush outside. Judge Sheehan, who 


has his office in the second story, saw the 
flames coming in at his front window. He 
gathered his dockets and enough of the 
records of the current business to start in at 
anew stand and went down stairs. The 
arrival of the department, however, preserved 
intact the valuable papers and the Judge will 
continue to dispense justice from the old 
office. At 12:10 the Department left the scene 
inthe possession of asmall Babcock which 
was being played to wet the tobacco.

A List of the Probable Chairmen—Senator 
Hunter’s Funding Bill—A Bill to Abolish 
the Office of Recorder of Voters<Davis- 
son’s Resolution—State Auditor Walkers 
Report—The Missouri Legislature,

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., January 13.—Senator 
Ketchum of St. Louis this morning informed 
the POS8T-DISPATCH correspondent that a 
member of the St. Louis delegation had in 
preparation a bill abolishing the office of Re- 
corder of Voters of St. Louis, and adding the 
duties of the office to those of the City Reg- 
ister. 

Representative McIntyre of Cole County 
will ask for an appropriation of $200,000 
to erect and furuish additions and 
needed improvements to the State Cap- 


itol at Jefferson City. Mr. McIntyre was 
sent to the Legislature to look after Jet- 
ferson City interests and to prevent the sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment re- 
moving the State Capital to Sedalia, or any 
other place in the State. The ex-Attornoy- 
General was a prominent Alexander man, and 
it is reported can name his committee. It is 
believed that he will get the Chairmanship of 
the Committee on Appropriations. 

THE HOUSE COMMITTER. 

Speaker Alexander will announce his com- 
mittees to-morrow morning. From reliable 
information it is stated that the chairmen of 
the leading committees will be as follows:

STATE AUDITOR’S BIENNIAL. 

The biennial report of the State Auditor will 
show thatthe balance in the State Treasury 
Janu 1, 1887, was $573,170.41. This is appor- 
tioned among the different funds as follows: 
State revenue fund, $347,700.21; interest fund, 
$148.16; school fund, $439.80; school moneys, 
$180,165; executors and administrators’ fund, 
$14,056.69; militia fund, $1,472.01; insurance 
fund, $5,126.81; seminary fund, $95.08; road 
fund, $6,360.27; seminary moneys, $17,245; 
swamp land indemnity fund, $361.38; total, 
$573,170. 41. 

THE REVENUE FUND BALANCE. 

The balance in the State Revenue fund, Jan- 
uary 1, 1887, was $347,700.21. From receipts 
into the State interest fund, the interest on the 

ublic debt has been -paid and the sum of 

134,282.81 transferred to the State sinking 

nd and used in the redemptionand purchase 
of State bonds. Theamount of State bonds 
purchased in 1885 and 1886, was $2,626,000. 

The Fund Commissioners sold March 31,1885 
650 344-per cent 5-20 funding bonds of $1,000 
each for the sum of $662,533.50, or at a premium 
of $12,538.59, and in August following 600 bonds 
of the same description brought a premium of 
$19,223.69. The actual reduction in the State 
debt has been $1,063,000, so that the total in- 
terest-bearing debt on January 1. 1887, 
amounted to $14,180,000. The bonded debt of 
the State amounts to $10,527,000. 

‘DRAMSHOP REVENUE. 

In 1886, the total number of dramshops was 
2,881, trom which license paid was $1,842, 208. 26. 
In 1882, under low licenses, there were 3,601 
dramshops, bringing the State 5699, 395. 56. 

The total amount paid by the State for edu- 
cation in 1885 and 1886 was $1,646,402.95; for 
charitable institutions, $532,159.68, and for en- 
forcement of criminal laws $647,628.29. 

The assessed value of taxable wealth of 
State in 1885 was 5726, 283,377.78 and in 1856 it 
was 5746, 881,080. 67. The total amount of taxes 
for 1886 were $14,258,118.08. The Auditor esti- 
mates the running expenses of the State Gov- 
ernment for the next two years at $3, 255,830.00,

HUNTER’S FUNDING BILL.

The measure abolishes 
the offices and duties of State Fund Commis- 
sioners, and provides for the funding of 
the State debt by issuing 10-30 
3 per cent bonds. It also provides for a ro. 
duction of the State taxes by paying $250 ,000 
annually on the State debt, thereby lessening 
the amount of taxes levied for that purpose. 
The amount fixed is put sufficient to meet the 
statute requirement, and is considerably less 
than the amount now paid.

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“OUR COUNTRY.” 
SECRETARY BAYARD ON THE PROBABILITY 
OF WAR IN EUROPE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 13.—Secretary 
Bayard in response to the toast, Our Ooun- 
try, at the Yale alamni reception last night, 
said: In the newspapers of to-day, there are 
speeches reported in another land made by 
two men who perhaps speak as much for their 
country or more for it than any other men 
that ever ruled it. Bismarck and Von Moltke 
have, within the last forty-eight hours, told 
Europe and told the world that the safety 
of Europe and the safety of the many will- 
fons contained within the Government of 
which they are a part, can only be 
preserved by the power of military force. It 
is sixteen years since there was a clash of a 
physical force tor Germany to take part in, 
and yet this is the fruit and this is the result. 
Brute force!’’ exclaimed the Secretary. ‘‘Is 
that the end of civilization? Is that 
all this nineteenth century can offer from 
her wisest men, and is there nothing to 
counteract it? If Yale College were & 
mere school; if it taught men the Greek which 
you know so well; if it had no lessons other 
than those the school-masters can teach and 
the boy can learn, why, the case would not be 
hopeful for us. But is there no counteracting 
force in this land of ours that shall meet this 
terribie confession that comes from the heart 
of Europe to-day that nothing but 

BRUTB FORCE CAN GOVERN? 

„Gentlemen, can we not, to-night, learn 
something from the words we have just heard 
and the counsels we have received from the 
President of this Association? [referring to the 
response of President Dwight to the toast 
„Tale, the University.’’] Is there nothing 
@lee than armies that can govern mankind? Is 
this the civilization which is announced to 
us by the press from Germany to-night? Is 
that the force that governs America to-day, 
and are we to look to such a future? 
May heaven forbid. What force shall be used 
to strengthen; to what can we look to avert 
from us what seems to be the fate of civilized 
Europe to-day if those who are their spokes- 
men speak the unhappy truth? It seems to 
me there are other forces that may be ex- 
emplified by the University of which this ex- 
cellent man is President (turning to President 
Dwight]. It cannot be that brute force of 
military power is to be the security. of any 
people or guardian of any civilization that is 
to progress under the rule that was 
done eighteen hundred and eighty-seven 
years ago, and, therefore, when you 
ask me ‘Et qui illam regit,’ I do 
not think I could answer you better than by 
the simple words: ‘Yale,’ Ido not mean the 
college or the number of schools that are col- 
lected in the university system in the town of 
New Haven, but I mean the American spirit of 
education ; something better than scholarship, 
better than professorship, greater and strong- 
er—the development of the highest capacities 
of God's highest creation—man. 

‘*We etill may find in the hearts of this Re- 
public something that shall protect the com- 
munity from military force, something that 
shall make military force only the ultimate 
recourse for settling difficulties, resorted to as 
a temporary aid and always subservient to the 
end in view—the mature advancement of a 
people who shall live under a humane Gov- 
ernment.’’ 

Frequently during tne delivery of the speech 
the Secretary was interrupted by applause, 
but the fervid earnestness with which he 


poke induced a fixed attention on his au- 
ditors.

Mr. George: There is a feeling, a sentiment, 
asuspicion (if Imay use the term) that this 
bill and all legislation on this subject is to be 
defeated by dilatory motions. I donot know 
how far that goes, and do not entertain that 
suspicion myself. I believe, however, 
that it will be the policy of the rail 
road companies (as soon as the bill becomes 
a law) by all sorts of tricks and maneuvers to 
raise rates unreasonably and unjustly and to 
charge that to this bill. Every effort, device 
and trick will be resorted to by the railroad 
companies for the og) op of bringing into 
disrepute legislation on this subject. 

Mr. Frye gave notice that he would move to 
recommit the report, with instructions, and 
claimed that that motion would take prece- 
dence of the other two motiens.

CANNON TO THE LEFT. 


THE ELECTION OFFENDERS TO BE PRE- 
SENTED TO THE STATE GRAND-JURY. 


More Evidence Showing Crookedness De- 
veloped To-Day—senator Edmunds Op- 
poses Bashaw’s Confirmation — Another 
Atrest—The Work Done by the Redistrict- 
ing Committee—Political News, 


To-morrow the attention of the State Grand- 
jury now in session atthe Four Courts, will 
be directed to the frauds perpetrated at the 
last election in this city. The Oftizens’ Com- 
mittee held a consultation yesterday, and de- 
cided to secure the co-operation of the State 
Grand-jury. Evidence has already 
been developed of 869 eases of 
forgery for which no provision 
is made under the United States laws, although 
its sections are comprehensive. All the par- 
ties guilty ot fraud can be reached by the 
Federal Grand-jury, but in order that they 
may not escape presentment for any offense 
proven all means will be employed 
against them. The Executive Committee of 
the Citizens’ Committee is acting promptly 
in everything pertaining to the election. The 
Citizens“ Committee has entered heartily into 
the work of purifying elections in this city. 
When attention was first directed to the sus- 
picious circumstances attending the last elec- 
tion a number of gentlemen met at the St. 
Louis Club. They decided to take up the 
investigation. At a meeting held the 
next day $5,000 was subscribed within 


twenty minutes to prosecute the cases. That 
day $1,000 was paid in and the remainder was 
laced subject to the call of the Executive 
ommittee. Special officers were employed at 
once, and as soon as the Grand-jury meets a 
volume of testimony will be presented against 
a number of local politicians. It has been 
decided, if possible, to discover the criminal 
acts of the politicians, who make use of the 
strikers. but remain in the background them- 
selves. How much evidence has been adduced 
against those will not be made public for the 
resent. The State Grand-jury will decide on 
ts action at to-morrow’s session. 


Developed by the Contest. 


An uninterrupted session of the Frank- 
Glover contest court was held to-day. Mr.

Mr, 
Frank appeared for himself, and - con- 
ducted the examirgation of the witnesses. 
Mr. Donovan conducted the cross-examina- 
tiou for Mr. Glover. The room was filled with 
colored men, nearly all of whose names have 
already been published in the Post-DISPATOH. 
John McDonald, Martin David, Thomas Cates 
and John Jackson were examined by Mr. 
Frank and cross-examined by Mr. Don- 
ovan. They all told the same story. They 
had registered and been transferred regu- 
larly; had not read the published proceedings 
of the Board of Revision, and did not know 
that their names had been stricken from the 
lista until they presented their ballots at the 
polls when they were rejected. The publica- 
tions made were sufficient under the law and 
on this ground Mr. Donovan objects to the 
count of the votes. While these cases 
cannot, for the reasons stated, affect 
the contest which is developing the 
facts, they nevertheless give good reason to 
presume that fraud was committed. One in- 
stance was developed to-day. A colored man 
who had liyed at 223 Lombard street for sev- 
eral years was not found, or at least it was 
so reported by the reviser, and his name was 
taken from the books. H. Small, rear, 
1008 Wash street, was an unsus- 
vicious looking entry on the books. 
his was stricken off by the Board as it was 
stated thatno such person lived at the number 
designated. The F. H. Small registered as 
above was the paster ofthe colored church at 
that number and is known to every man, 
woman and child in the neighborhood. 
These facts do not bear on the 
contest case, and under the reasonable inter- 
pretation of the laws the parties were not 
qualified to vote. From such evidence there 
can be no doubt, however, that those having 
the registration and revision in charge were 
guilty of fraud or the most reprehensible 
neglect. The guilt can best be placed alter an 
investigation in the Grand-jury room. 


The Redistricting Commission. 


The committee appointed to redistrict the 
city has not yet hituponafinal plan. Before 
this time next month the Commissioners will 


be called upon for a report by the Circuit 
Court, but it is doubtful i they will 
be prepared. The work is an extensive 
one, but it might be said that the 
commission is hampered by not having 
fuller powers. As it is, the committee 
is obliged to divide the city into twenty-eight 
wards, 2 to each an equal number of 
votes. The total registration is about 56,000, 
which will give each ward 2,000 votes. The 
work of splitting up the city into twenty-eight 
wards of 2,000 votes each would not be so dif- 
ficult but for the fact that the commission has 
not Leen given the time orthe funds to take a 
census, aud must, consequently, preserve the 
precinct lines, which give them the only figures 
they can get on the voting population. Some 
of these precincts contain less than one hun- 
dred votes, while others contain nearly three 
hundred. Regularity in shape and in num 
bering the wards must also be observed. At 
the last meeting of the commission Judge Fisse 
announced that he had prepared a plan 
according to which, ifadopted, each ward 
will have about 2,000 votes. Neither Mr. 
O’Connell nor Judge Lindley has yet submit- 
— * — for the redistriction. A meeting 
will shortly be held at which each Commis- 
sioner will submita plan. One of these, ora 
fourth based on these, will be drawn up and 
submitted to the court. 


Senator Edmunds After Bashaw. 


Information has just been received in this 
city to the effect that Senator Edmunds has 
taken charge ofthe Bashaw charges. Before 
Attorney-General Garland turned over the 


Bliss letter to the Judiciary Committee, Sena- 
tor Edmunds, its Chairman, offered a copy of 
the letter and some other papers in the case.

Mayor Francis in Consultation with Mr. Bell 
and Mr. Broadhead—Action May Be Taken 
to Annul the Poplar Street Franchise—Mr. 
Portis Claims That the County Court 
Could Make No Time Limitations. 


The publication in the PoOsT-DISPATCH of 
yesterday of the proceedings in the Supreme 
Court in the ease of the Oity of St. Louis vs. 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern road 
attracted wide-spread attention, and if the 
slippery Mr. Gould could have heard the 
comments passed upon it by the 
merchants of St. Louis, he would 
not have felt very highly flattered. 
There was great indignation in the business 
community over Mr. Gould’s sly trick. On 
"Change this morning merchants severely 
criticised Mr. Gould and Mr. Portis for their 
bad faith, although few cared to express ar 
opinion for publication. 

FRANK GAIENNIE, 

the President of the Exchange, said that if Mr. 
Portis had broken faith with Mr. Bell and Mr. 
Broadhead, his action could not be too se- 
verely condemned. ‘‘I believe in affording 
facilities for entering the city to all competing 
lines,’’ said Mr. Galennle, but I do not 
believe in giving a franchise to one 


company to the exclusion of others. I believe 
the city should do all in ita power to prevent 
the Iron Mountain or any other road obtaining 
such enormously valuable privileges as the 
Iron Mountain would have under the order of 
the County Court. Ido not think it would be 
possible for any road to obtain such privileges 
now. That has been tested once and de- 


cided. 
LOUIS FUSZ, 
the First Vice-President of the e 
shook his head dubiously when Mr. Gould’s 
name was mentioned. ‘‘Ithink,’’ he said, 
that yesterday’s action proves to us that we 
should all keep our eyes pretty wide open 
when Mr. Gould is around.’’ 
GEN. D. P. GRIER 
was inclined to be conservative in his ex- 
préssion of opinion. ‘*Yesterday’s action,’’ 
he said, ‘‘would seem to show that Mr. Gould 
was trying to get a little more than he was en- 
titled to. Ithink, however, that we should 
i Mr. Gould credit for what he has 
intends doing until it is shown 
that he really does not intend to do it. Iam 
in favor of affording railroads facilities for 
getting into the city provided they do not 
damage the city in doing so.

I do not know how much 
damage this will do.’’ 
THE MAYOR. 
A reporter called upon Mayor D. R. Francis 
this morning to ask his opinion of Mr. Gould’s 
action. Said the Mayor: If Mr. Portis has 
not observed the comity between lawyers, as 
Judge Brewer would say, his action was, in my 
opinion, very reprehensible. As I under 
stand it the City of St. Louis-is protected by 
the limitation clause of the County Court’s 
order, but that does not change the position 
of Mr. Gould or Mr. Portis. I am very much 
surprised. On that very day Mr. Gould was 
up here and talking very pleasantly. He said 
that he felt that the interests of the city 
of St. Louis were identical with the in- 
terests ef the Missouri Pacific Railway 
— He spoke to me about the 
proposed Union Depot and other matters. 
Whilelthink the city is protected under the 
terms of the order, that is not all that is to be 
taken into consideration. We ought to know 
what the animus of the Missouri Pacific was 
and whether Mr. Portis acted in good faith or 
not. If the Missouri Pacific has tried to 
trick the city we will know how to 
treat that road hereafter. There are a great 
many little courtesies which we can show the 
Missouri Pacific road which we may not feel 
under any obligation to show it if we find the 
company or its officers ready to take advan- 
tage of the city on every occasion.’’

CABLE ROADS. 


NEW SYSTEM TO BE ADOPTED ON THREE 
STREET RAILWAYS. 


Specifications for the Franklin Avenue 
Changes Prepared and Contracts Let— 
Work to Begin in March—Maxen. Experi- 
menting with an Electric Motor—Mafitt, 
Peper and Scullin Watching and Waiting— 
Broadway and Olive Street Lines to 
Change Metor Power This Summer. 


The inroads that have been made by the 
Cable street railway into the business of the 
horse - car lines serving nearly the same terri- 
tory, caused the owners of those lines to 
form a combination some time ago to 
divide the expense of a num 
ber of experiments that were 
contemplated and which looked to the 
adoption of some motor power other than 
horses. This combination included every 
street railroad in the city except the South St. 
Louis line (Sixth street). Two motors were 
experimented with, a Noble gas engine 
and the Terry cables. The gentie- 
men who stand at the head of 
the street car companies say the expense has 
gone much beyond the limit they originally in- 
tended to go, and two of these have dropped 
out, not wishing to put in money where they 
had not any hope of recovering the sum 
or any portion of it. The Noble motor 
was not a success. It was tried on 
an experimental track and whatever its 
defects might be the gentlemen interested 
keep to themselves. They have decided,how- 
ever, that it will not do. P. C. Mafhtt was in- 
terested separately in electrical experiments 
and recently John Maxon has gone 
into that  fleld. The greatest effort 
of the combination, however, has been con- 
centrated on the Terry cable. 
AN EXPERIMENTAL MODEL 

was constructed at the Franklin avenue sta- 
bies by Mr. A. H. Terry, the inventor of the 
system, which is a combination of improve- 
ments on the original and primitive cable. 
Julius Walsh, who has suffered in com- 
petition with the present cabie railway 
— as much as John H. Maxon 
was the one railroad manager most deeply in- 
terested in the experiments, and was so im- 
pressed with the practicability and value of 
the system that he determined to adopt it on 
the Franklin avenue line. With this object in 
view he had _ specifications prepared on 
— submitte to him and received 
ids for the iron-work to be put in on his 
road. Thecontract for the manufacture of 
the grips, gulleys andthe iron work of the 
conduits was given to the Todd-Stanley Manu- 
facturing Company and that company is now 
at work getting out the required material. 
As soon as the weather will per- 
mit—possibly about the ist of March—the 
work will be begun of putting in the conduits. 
This work will not be as extensive as on the 
Locust street cable laying as the Terry con- 
duit is much smaller, and can be set upon the 
resent ties of the Franklin avenue line. The 
nventor claims the operation of the road will 
not need to be suspended by reason of this 
work. A block at a time can torn 
pag . — — Boy with 
rop 8 n gran 8 be aid betwee 
the tracks. The cable will be lala at first trom 
the stabies atthe Three-Mile House,on Easton 
avenue, to Fourth street, Subsequently the 
extensions will also be cabled. An expert 
mental road a block long will be laid near the 
stabies, which will contain curves, cross 
and all the difficulties of a cable road. 
This will be kept in constant operation in 
order that whenever the operation of an en- 
tire line suggests improvements such 

can be made on the experimental road, and if 
they prove proper and valuable the improve- 
ments then can be rut on the entire road. 

THE BROADWAY LINE 

was expected to adopt the cable system also 
and Christian Peper, the President, has 
favored that idea, but, as yet, he says, no 
conclusion has been reached.

A THING OF BEAUTY. 


THE-NEW-RESIDENCE OF MR._AND MRS. 
JOSEPH SPECHT 


‘Which Will Be Opened With a Reception 
This Evening—A Modern Mansion Which 
Has Something More Than All the Modern 
Improvements—Details of the Reception. 


their handsome new home on West Pine 
street—the occasion being the nineteenth an- 
niversary of their marriage. The exterior of 
this artistic home has been greatly admired, 
and is pointed out as one of the best speci- 
mens of the revival of the Gothic renaissance 
to be found in the city. The house 


being placed upon a moderately high terrace, 


the portico, which is supported by two figures 
in terra cotta. 

A wide doorway leads to the entrance hall, 
which is separated from the reception hall by

exquisite work of art. A painting 
upon tapestry by Crovosky, the 
subject a life size picture of a 


girl crossing a rustic bridge, her arms filled 
with faggots. The halls are all finished in 
amaranth wood and the walis of rough stucco 
— painted in blue with gilt effects. The 
broad stairway begins back of this arch, and 
by easy ascent a wide balcony is reached, 
facing the entrance and over-hanging 

THE WIDE FIREPLACE, 

and superbly carved mantel, which fills up 
the entire lower end of the hall, forming a 
pretty picture with its burnished brass orna- 
ments and wood fire. Placed upon the center 
of the balccny is a head of the moun- 
tain goat. This balcony is lignted 
by a large stained glass window, the central 
figure being a life-size picture of the Goddess 
of Plenty, a pleasing vision which attracts the 
eye immediately upon entering the door. The 
entire lower floor is arranged so that it may 
be thrown together; only draperies of lace 
and satins and portieres of 


serving to reak the view, and 
make more enchanting the limpse 
beyond. This floor is all finished in 


natural cherry, and the furniture is of mahog- 
— the same shade, richly carved and up- 
holstered with Parisian — get in turquoise 
blue and bronze combined, the same colors 
blended in the soft Gobelin carpet which cov- 
ers the floor. Above the filmy lace curtains 
which drape the windows are artistic hangings 
of turquoise satin, supported by a broad 
cornice made of beaten bronze and copper 
with Moorish heads appearing in the design. 
All of the decorations of the drawing-room 
are of Moorish design. The chandelier sus- 
pended from the center is of oxydized copper 
figures, and tracery of the same school of art. 
The pedestals which support the busts are of 
beaten copper with crescents outlined in jew- 
els. The — meee | carved mantels 
support cabinets, the back of which are 
formed of bronze orcopper in bas-relief. A 
fretwork arch leads into the music-room 
where the same color tones are preserved, 
and the statues and bas-reliefs are of Moorish 
musicians or dancing figures. A piano made 
to order to match the wood, aharp, a guitar 
and other instruments furnish the 
apartment. On the right of the 
hall is the library, opening by sliding 
doors or portieres into the dining-room. The 
latter is a large bay-windowed apartment fur- 
nished with English oak, — carved with 
hunting-scenes, the chairs upholstered with 
liluminated and embossed leather. Upon the 
walls hang panels carved with 
TROPHIES OF THE CHASE 
in bas-relief and in the nooks are 
— pedestals on which are posed 
ures of the fishers from the coast 
of Normandy. From this room sliding’doors 
lead into the breakfast-room, which is finished 
and furnished in the same manner. Upon the 
Walls everywhere hang numerous pictures 
from well-known artists—Meeker, Tracy, 
Brenner, Chase and others—and rare vases 
and bric-a-brac decorate the cabinet. The 
ceilings and many of the walls 
are works of art in oll and 
water-coior frescoes.

The attempt made yesterday at Jef- 
ferson City by the attorney of the Missouri 
Pacifico Road was an unusually fia- 
grant instance, but it was only one 
out of many. In fact, we cannot 
recall an instance in which these 
corporations have dealt fairly with the 
city. They have not kept faith with the 
city in building the Union Depot, nor in 
bridging the railroad tracks, nor in the 
proposed connection between the Union 
Depot and [ron Mountain Depot, nor in 
the use of the Forest Park track, nor in 
the Lesperance street switches; they have 
even fought against their own interests, 
asinthe matter of lowering the tracks 
leading to the Union Depot. 
All this has had a bad effect. It has in- 
jured the railroad interests and prejudiced 
the public mind against the railroads. It 
has created a state of feeling which ought 
not to exist, but which can be made to 
disappear only by a change of policy in 
dealing with the city government. Public 
opinion in St. Louis is intelligent enough 
to understand that railroad transportation 
is the foundation of all modern commer- 
cial and industrial prosperity, and thatthe 
increase of railroad facilities means the in- 
crease of prosperity. The people of St. 
Louis are not opposed to railroads. The 
suggestion made by Mr. RICHARDSON in 
the Thanksgiving number of the Posr- 
Disrarcn that the whole business portion 
of St. Louis east of Fourth street should 
be given up to railroad switches has been 
universally applauded as g@ far-reaching 
and sagacious suggestion f improvement. 
But when the attempt/ is made to secure 
this improvement withoyt the consent of 
the city and by a snap judgment furtively 
obtained, public favor is changed to in- 
dignation, and resistance is at once chal- 
lenged. 

Let the railroad companies deal fairly 
and openly with the city. Let them recog- 
nize that the city has rights which must 
be protected. Let them show a willing- 
ness to listen to suggestions which are 
made without malice and in the interests 
of the general welfare. Let them ask 
what is reasonable and let them Ask 
for it openly and above board. Let them 
abandon the offensive idea of any 
monopoly franchise. Let them deal with 
the city as fair-minded people deal with 
each other and they will have no diffi- 
culty in getting everything they 
could reasonably wish. They will 
have the support of the press 
where now they have so much opposition. 
They will have the support of the business 

terests. They will find public sentiment 

in accord with them. They will find 
t the prevalent suspicion and mistrust 
wil] readily give way before the evidences 
of good faith and fair dealing, and will 
be replaced by an era of good feeling in 
which the harmonious action of the rail- 


roads and the people will promote th 
welfare of both. 


THE ELECTION FRAUDS, 

It did not need the evidence furnished 
by the indictment and arrest of more than 
fifty persons on charges of fraudsin con- 
nection with the late elections to convince 
the public mind in St. Louis that such 
frauds were committed. 

After the election of 1885 the Post-Drs- 
PATCH published column after column of 
evidence proving beyond any possibility 
of doubt that the whole course of the eleo- 
tion from the opening of the registration 
to the issuing of the certificates had been 
tainted by every form of irregularity and 
fraud. The technicalities of the law were 
successfully invoked to prevent the estab- 
lishment before the courts of what had 
been shown by the press, and the triumph 
of fraud was assured. 

The November election of last year was 
managed by substantially the same per- 
sons who had perpetrated the frauds of 
the year before, and they seem to have 
been emboldened by the protection they 
had received. The revision of the regis- 
tration, the appointment of the judges,.

the votes—all was under the control of 
the same influences and with the same 
result.

ROSCOE CONKLING. 


The Reasons Why the Distinguished States- 
man Should Be Elected Senator. 

By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., January 13.—Every one 
in Washington is pleased with the possibility 
of Roscoe Conkling’s returning to public life. 
There has never been any public man who has 
stood higher at the National Capital than he. 
At the time of his retirement from the Senate, 
be occupied such a commanding position that 
galleries filled whenever he arose to address 
the Senate upon even commonplace subjects. 
He was a bright star in the group of brilliants 
and able men like Thurman, Edmunds, 
Carpenter, Logan, Davis, Blaine, Zach 
Chandler and Lamar. In his day there 
were orators, debaters in the Senate, 
men who had made public questions the 
study of their lives. The most trivial of 
subjects would often result in a debate of the 
greatest interest. Mr. Conkling was then the 
central figure. His wonderful command of 
language, his powers of sarcasm and alert 
aggressiveness made him felt in every debate. 
His readiness to puncture shams, and his 
hatred of all kinds of shams, made him often 
dreaded in the Senate chamber by the small 
men who Inflate themselves into the sem Diance 
of great men by posing as statesmen. By this 
class of men Mr. Conkling was feared. His 
mere presence in the Senate was sullicient to 
keep in abeyance much of the pretense and 
humbug which in the reign of the millionaires 
of the present day are so prevalent in the 
Senate. 


THE GREAT FIGURES, 
as they have passed from the Senate, have 
been replaced by men of money and medioc- 
rity. Itis no longer possibie to have a great 
debate in the Senate chamber. The few lead- 
ers who are left have grown indolent through 
the lack of opportunity to clash intellectual 
weapons with their equals. The Senate cham- 
ber is not to them an intellectual arena where 
the great men can makea mark, but rathera 
stuffy somnolent club-house, where fat, easy, 
good-natured men gather, chat and doze in 
the cloak-room at stated hours during the 
day, and look after the business of 
the Senate with attention only when 
something is pending that relates to 


their corporation interests. In this dull, 
sodden atmosphere of mere rich men, party. 
spirit has died. Legislation is prepared in ac- 
cordance with club rules. The personal 
wishes of Senators govern, and mutual con- 
cessions are made to please private interests. 
Public interests are rarely considered. Pat- 
ronage trades are madein the Star Chamber 
executive sessions. If thistendency to fill the 
Senate with mere moneybays and corpora- 
tion attorneys could only be stopped, there 
would be some hope forthis body. To see 
such a man as Conkling sent back to the Sen- 
ate, would be evidence that the people of the 
great State of New York are anxious to once 
more regain her rank and prestige in the Sen- 
ate, where she has stood in the third or fourth 
rank since Mr. Conkling's retirement. 
CONKLING’S PERSONALITY. 

Mr. Conkling, when he was in the Senate, 
was, notwithstanding his intense party loy- 
alty, — most intimate terms with Mr. Thur- 
man. It was in their time one of the sights of 
the day to go up to the Capitol to witness 
friendly but vigorous fencing between these 
two intellectual giants. Dayid Davis and Matt 
Carpenter, the two most thorough lawyers in 
the Senate, were Mr. Conkling’s most intimate 
and devoted friends. Mr. Conkling’s person- 
ality isso intense that he always awakens fire 
from his opponents. It was impossibie for the 
dullest to sit quiet under the intense fire of his 
eloquence and aggressiveness. He was one 
of the few men in the Senate who did not 
argue questions according to club rules, and 
who was constantly shocking the sensibilities 
of the old ladies of the Senate by his plain, 
biunt way of telling the truth about them and 
their motives. Ft was in the executive ses- 
sions that he was the most dreaded. There his 
satire was merciless in the exposure of the 
small trades of his brother Senators. His re- 
turn to the Senate would send a cbill of 
foreboding down the spines of the comfort- 
able millionaire club men, who now have the 
Senate business arranged in such comfortable 
social and corporation grooves that a change 
such as Mr. Conkling could bring to the Sen- 
ate would demoralize them more than any- 
thing else. : 

hen Mr. rr entered the Senate 
Chamber the day of the Logan funeral, the 
thought instantly occurred to every one that 
this was his place. Among tho public men 
— ape he stood out a bright, shining mark of 
igh achievement and intellectual experience. 
Save for the exercise of his own free will, he 
would still be a Senator of the United 
States, if he had not, meanwhile, been sum- 
moned toa higher place. Heresigned because 
he was disgusted with the lies of the party 
associates who broke faith with him. hen 
he left public life, by astrange coincidence, 
his party marched directly after to its defeat. 
There are many who think it will never be re- 
stored to power until Mr. Conkling consents 
to resume his old place as leader in the pivotal 
State of New York.

A NEGRO WOMAN’S MYSTERIOUS VISIT TO 
ST. ANN’S ASYLUM.

The Sisters Refuse to Receive the Child, and 
Mysterious John Storm” Then Comes to 
Its Rescue—A Queer Note and a Very Queer 
Story About a Little Unfortunate.

FROM SALINE COUNTY. 

After the negress had been taken into 
custody, a gray whiskered man about 56 years 
of age and rather low stature, put in an 
appearance, and after some centradictory 
stories admitted that he and the colored 
woman had brougbt the child here to get rid 
ot it. He claimed that they came from Mar- 
Shall, Saline County, Mo., and said he under- 
stood that there was a place here where they 
cared for children given to them. The 
man, who has the appearance of a 
well-to-do farmer or country business man 
was very pale and excited, and his blue eyes 
were fired with a peculiar light. He aamitted 
the child was an illegitimate one: but refused 
to reveal its name. The police believed that 
either he was its father or his daughter was its 
mother, but no such admission could be 
gained from him. They were brought

They 
state that the Superintendent of the Ice Ma- 
chine Company, under whose directions the 
foundation for the machine was tobe con- 
structed by the carpenters of the 
Heim’s Brewing Company, instructed the 
carpenters to build a support suflicient 
to support only seventeen tons, whereas it 
was his duty to have a support built which 
would stand double the weight of the machine 
in order to secure perfect safety to the work- 
men. The relatives of Turner and Burke, the 
other two men killed by the falling of the ma- 
chine, will, it is understod,also sue both com- 
panies for damages.
